MOVEMENT. 
A Reuter Paris telegram:dated Monday says—At 
their “pening session to-day the Councils General 
of nearly all departments passed resolutions’ de- 
claring that the railway strike had failed, con- 
gratulating the railwaymen on refusing to obey 
the call for a revolutionary movement, and ex- 
pressing gratitude: to the Government for the 
measures taken to safeguard the right to work 
and to secure the country’s food supply. The 
resolutions further assured the Government of 
the support of the greater part of the country 


in its fight against those who are endangering 
its future. 

While the railway strike situation appears to 
be easier, the miners’ and seamen’s attitude is 
more problematical.

eighty gunshot wounds were in the face, which 
were the cause of death, and witness considered 
death to have been instantaneous. 

At this stage the foreman (Mr. Brown) 
asked the County Inspector if he intended carry- 
ing on the inquest.

Mr. Burdett-Coutts said that the policy of 
the Commission was that there should he 
equality of treatment of the graves expressed 
by uniformity of design. The proposal. of the 
last: speaker was a. direct negative of that 
polity. No one “was more reluctant. than -ho 
to deprive tho bereaved of anything that would 
tend to assuage their gricf. The classic story of 
the Roman women of old could not-compare with 
the minyled resignation and pride shown by 
British women in the twentieth century. (Hear, 
hear.) Nothing could be further from the 
truth. than. to. say that. the Commission, had heen 
animated by a spirit of officialdom or bnreau- 
eracv. It would-be worse-than a blunder to 
place, or to leave in the minds of the vast. 
majority of mourning relatives, a sense © 
differentixtion according to meaus and oppor- 
tunity with regard to the graves of those who 
had fallen. The idea of such a differentiation 
was hateful to him. ..(Hear, hear.) . 

Viscount Wolmer said that the War Graves 
Commission; though acting with the truest 
motives of kindness and humanity and fine 
sentiment, had succeeded in arousing very 
poignant feelings among a large séction of the 
community. He agreed with the policy -of 
equality for all, but uniformity 
equality, and never could be. There should be 
a limitation of cost, and that would abolish 
the fear of distinction between rich and poor.

THE WISH OF THE BEREAVED. 

Mr. Asquith said that he thought it was very 
j much to deplored thai there should be any- 
thing in the nature of a controversial discussion 
ou such a topic as this.

it as quickly as possible. As things now stood 
he believed that it would take fifteen years to 
complete the work. 

Mr. Thomas said that he believed that 
officers who had fallen would not desire any 
different treatment to that given to the rank 
and file. He mentioned a visit that he paid to 
the grave of the late Mr. Raymond Asquith, 
near whom was buried his Gousin, Mr. Tennant, 
with the grave of a common soldier between 
them.

It was not an abstraction, however, tha 
caused me to visit Mr. Johnson.

What I sabegee 
to ask Mr. Johnson was: “To what ange ‘of 
you propose to carry this haughty usurpation fy 
the functions of government?” What I real, 
asked hirn—at any raie, what I wanted um 
know—was: “When do we get more of the, 
same lind? What is the matter with handing 
the greciigrocers a swift slap? ete. . . 

To my first enquiry whether the appleation 
of the Labour embargo in this instance was an 
improvisation to mect an urgent need or sil 
of a settled policy, Mr. Johnson, explaineil tha! 
early in 1917, when food prices began to rise 
and Irish stocks to run short, «Irish Labour 
resolved on a policy of putting a ban on exees- 
sivd cxport by refusing to load cargoes. Action 
was rendered unnecessary, however, by tho 3n- 
troduction of Government control, That Labour 
had a cut-and-dried plan for adjusting all the 
economic ills of Ireland by a similar means 
would be, he expleined, a wholly erromeous as- 
sumption. It may be taken for granted, how- 
ever, that, so far as the food question is con- 
cerned, the provision of ample ‘supplies at 
reasonable prices for the Irish people in prjority 
to profitable export will be the subject ef any 
action that Mr. Johngon gnd his colleagues can 
successfully undertake. : 

What Mr. Johnson calls” the “ Mitebcll 
doctrine *""—that foreign market conditions shall 
no longer be the sole controlling facter fixing 
Irish prices or Irish supplies—is, he said, @ 
fundamental aim of Irish Labour. The difi- 
culty, he added, lies in the question, “ What is 
a feir price?” The public is willing that tho 
farmer shall got a fair price for hia produce. 
The farmer is willing to sell his produce at a 
fair price to the public. But how is the price to 
be assessed? The only real test is the cost of 
production, including whatever is allowed to 
the farmer for his efforts. But if the farmer is 
expected to take risks as well as’ pains, he 
naturally expects a larger return. Mr. Johnson 
believes that the solution of, the difficulty would 
be the establishment of municipal farms. If 
the average cost of running a number of ench 
farms (allowing for a reasoneble remuneration 
for the men in charge of them) showed that it 
was possible to produce milk at so much a quart 
and butter’ at so much a pound, then those 
should be the fixed and guaranteed pricos that 
all farmers should receive. 

This arrangement, Mr. Johnson admitted; 
could only be carried out by an authority 
which also controlled imports and was ‘able to 
cope with the question of foreign competition. 
The question as to who should get the benefit 
of a profitable export market for surplus pro- 
duction—the guaranteeing c unity or the 
producing IER HAnT also have to be 
settled. I do not think thet Mr. Johpton in- 
tended to imply that an arrangement of this 
kind is Labour’s agricultural:ideal, which would 
be, of course, something on strictly communistic 
lines. Though I would not wish to suggest that 
it is pledged to, or has finally adopted, 
any settled agrarian policy, I gather that Trish 
Labour approves of the small holding as likely 
to produgp the best economic results so far as 
Ireland is concerned, but disapproves the in- 
dividualism thet the small holding tends to 
create, and of which the socalled “land 
hunger ” in the South and West of Ireland is a 
manifestation. Of “land hunger ”"—thet is, a 
desire to possess the land iteclf regardlesspof the 
cost, as opposed to a desire to enjoy a share of 
the benefits to be derived from it—Irish Labour 
does not approve. It is a rather accentaat 
form of individualism, and Irish Labour ig op- 
posed to individualism as a factor in the 
economic state, whatever form it may take. 
But “land hunger,” which is the outcome of 
an emotion, and not of a political philosophy, 
is there, and Mr.. Johnson holds that it must 
be taken into aecount. It conld be combate; 
he thinks—though not overnight or easily—if 
the farmers would till their land and so allow 
the ‘“‘landiess"’ man to have a. share of the 
wealth which it produces. 

Irish Labour’s own idea of the best agrarian 
system for Ireland is a system of small holdings 
worked on a communistic and co-operative basis. 
Just how long it would take, or how difficult it 
would be, to educate the Irish peasant—once he 
became &@ peasant proprietor—to a spirit in 
which he would identify his own interest with 
that of the community are questions which Mr. 
Johnson thinks can be left to answer themseires 
when the time comes. I asked him, finally, if 
any further action on the lines already taken 
was in contemplation by his party, and 
gathered that it had for the moment no definite 
plans. ‘‘ We are out,” he said, in effect, “to 
secure to the people of Ireland a plentiful 
supply of food at a fair dost. Tell us what we 
— do to achieve tins purpose and we will do. 
it.
